President Wilson, members of 
his 
cabinet and many of the leaders in 
congress are agreed that the Sherman 
law itself shou ld not be altered a syl­ 
lable. 
To do so, 
they 
hold, 
might 
mean impairing the u sefu lness of the 
act and cast dou bt on the meaning of 
the decisions hitherto rendered on it 
by the cou rts. 
Withou t amending the Sherman law 
certain additions are intended in no 
way contravening the force of the act, 
yet clarifying it by 
enu merating 
in 
separate laws those practices which 
have come to be k nown 
as 
wrong, 
su ch as the mak ing of secret written 
or oral agreements or u nderstandings 
look ing to discriminations in 
credit, 
the fixing of prices, u nderselling and 
other means of stifling competition. 
2. The prohibition of interlock ing 
directorates. 
It is intended not only to prevent 
the mu ltiple control of corporations 
hu t the exercise throu gh ‘‘du mmy” di­ 
rectors of an identity of interest by a 
corporation or corporations 
in 
con­ 
cerns doing a cognate bu siness. 
Legislation as well as powers of pu b­ 
licity to be invested in government bu ­ 
reau s is expected 
to 
correct 
these 
abu ses. 
For Trade Commission. 
3. Creation of an interstate trade 
commission, merged with the bu reau s 
of corporations, to fu rnish information 
to the bu siness world and at the same 
time act as a board of conciliation in 
helping corporations to adju st them­ 
selves to the mandates of the law. 
This wou ld assist the cou rts in car­ 
rying ou t decrees of dissolu tion and 
wou ld exerciee no qu asi-ju dicial fu nc­ 
tions. 
It wou ld, 
however, havo 
a 
cou rt’s power of inqu isition. 
4 . Prohibition of holding companies. 
Corporations or individu als 
wou ld 
not be able u nder proposed legisla­ 
tion to be Interested throu gh the hold­ 
ing of shares or otherwise in the 
bu siness of actu al or potential com­ 
petitors or concerns doing a cognate 
bu siness. 
The 
grou ping 
of 
non-competitive 
corporations wou ld be permitted only 
after the interstate trade commission 
throu gh its powers of inqu isition de­ 
termined that no restraint of trade or 
monopoly cou ld ensu e. 
Curb on Rail Stocks. 
5. Su pervision by the interstate com­ 
merce commission of the issu ance by 
railroads of stock s and bonds and the 
u ses to which fu nds so obtained are 
pu t. 
Legislation granting additional pow­ 
ers along this line to the interstate 
commerce commission is being draft­ 
'd by Representative Adamson, chair­ 
man of the hou so committee on com­ 
merce, with the assistance of Com­ 
missioner Prou ty, it is u nderstood. 
Plan for Punishments. 
6. Individu als to benefit by govern­ 
ment Buits. 
At present a person or corporation 
inju red throu gh an alletged u nlawfu l 
combination is requ ired to prove the 
illegality of the combination. 
legislation is intended 
to 
permit 
the parties aggrieved to u se as a ba­ 
sis for their damage su its whatever ad­ 
ju dications the government may have 
obtained in civil or cirminal proceed­ 
ings. 
7. Provision for pu nishment of indi­ 
vidu al offenders. 
In all legislation planned by the 
administration it is proposed to in­ 
clu de penalties not only for the per­ 
sons at the head of the 
corporation 
practicing u nlawfu l acts, bu t for those 
individu als responsible for the direc­ 
tion of u nlawfu l restraints on trade.

The volcanoes continued very active 
all day and emitted great quantities of 
stones and 
ashes.

sions occurreed and poisonous gases 
w-ere ejected, making breathing diffi­ 
cult. 
The emperor's envoy has found 
it impossible to make the trip around 
Sakura-Jima. 
There has been some 
looting here. 
The sea in the Gulf of 
Kagoshima seemed to be boiling and 
the quantity of floating pumicestona 
was so great that it prevented naviga­ 


tion. 
Refugees Adrift in Ashes. 
Bluejackets from the Japanese fleet 
discovered a native craft containing 19 
refugees from Sakura who were in a 
starving condition. They reported that, 
owing to the floating masses of pum- 
icestone and the high seas, they had 
been unable to steer their boat and 
had spent three days adrift at the mer­

Last year we had several articles 
about un d ergroun d or pit silos. 
In 
some parts of the coun try this form 
of a silo seems to give gen eral satis­ 
faction . 
We should jud ge that they 
are most satisfactory when located in 
light, open groun d , where the d rain ­ 
age is very good , or in n aturally d ry 
coun tries where the soil is n ot in ­ 
clin ed to be moist, says the Rural 
New Yorker. 
Where such silos are 
d ug in to heavy 
an d n aturally wet 
groun d they d o n ot appear to be sat­ 
isfactory.

The ad van ­ 
tage of such a silo is that it can be 
filled cheaply with limited power, sin ce 
it is n ot n ecessary to elevate the 
silage. There is less d an ger from hav­ 
in g the silage freeze when it is put 
un d ergroun d . 
The greatest d isad van ­ 
tage is the in con ven ien ce of takin g 
the silage out. 
There is alwaye some 
d an ger in such a silo of poison from 
breathin g carbon d ioxid e gas.

gas is thrown out as the silage fer­ 
men ts d urin g the first two weeks in 
the silo. The gas is heavier than air, 
an d thus settles d own to the bottom, 
as there would be n o possibility of air 
d rain age in a pit silo.
